REMARKS 



Applicants thank the Patent Office for the careful attention accorded this application and 
respectfully requests reconsideration in view of the Amendment above and remarks set forth 
below. 

Claims 267-272 have been allowed over the prior art of record. 

In response to the Office Action dated May 19, 2005, Applicants have canceled claims 
263 and 265 without prejudice or disclaimer, and rewritten Claims 264 and 266 in independent 
form in order to place them in condition for allowance. Applicants reserve the right to 
continuation prosecution of the cancelled claims in one or more continuation applications. 

Applicants have also amended the Abstract of Disclosure to avoid any basis for rejection 
under MPEP § 608.01(b). 

In view, therefore, of the Amendment and remarks set forth above, the present invention 
defined by amended Claims 264 and 266 is firmly believed to be neither anticipated by, nor 
rendered obvious in view of the prior art of record, and that the present application is now 
believed to be in condition for allowance. 

Favorable action is earnestly solicited.
